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New Brink Ahead 
In Berlin Struggle 


Western capitals are showing an in- 
creasing sense of alarm that the crisis 
now building up over Berlin might lead 
to war. Prime Minister Macmillan re- 
turns from Moscow with the warning 
that Premier Khrushchev has decided 
upon a “showdown” with the West over 
Berlin. 

While Washington still is attempting 
to hide its official concern, enough in- 
formation is being given the public to 
indicate -the administration seriously is 
worried. 

At best the situation is building up to 
another “brink of war” which could ex- 
ceed in intensity prior ones over the Mid- 
dle East and last year’s Quemoy-Matsu 
threat. Macmillan seems convinced the 
Russians will go all the way to the brink 
itself in a test of nerves which could ex- 
plode into war if either side miscalcu- 
lates. 

It is beginning to be accepted that 
the Russians do intend to go ahead with 
plans to turn their Berlin sector over to 
the East Germans and perhaps to sign 
a separate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many. If they in turn encourage the Ger- 
man Communists to close Western sup- 
ply lines to Berlin, the allies will have 
to back down or risk the use of force 
which Khrushchev says will mean war. 

The United States’ position is best ex- 
pressed by a State Department official 
who declared Thursday, “We dare not 
ourselves shrink back.” 

At any rate, it is time that Washing- 
ton began to make whatever plans nec- 
essary for any eventuality. To some ex- 
tent we are reaping the fruits of our fail- 
ure to maintain absolute military su- 
periority over the Russians. We are pay- 
ing the consequences of Sputnik, of tak- 
ing unnecessary risks in developing our 
offensive and defensive strength. We are 
facing the consequences of budget poli- 
tics and two-tone convertibles. 

There’s nothing to do now but face 
whatever comes with all the strength 
and firmness which the West can com- 
mand. Let’s tell the people the truth. In- 
deed, we dare not ourselves shrink back.

People’s Right To Know 
Gets Official Sanction 


So many of our basic rights are taken 
for granted that it may have come as a 
surprise to many when the Vandiver ad- 
ministration sponsored a “right to know” 
bill in the recent session of the General 
Assembly. 

The bill was passed and yesterday it 
was signed into law by the governor. It 
carried out his platform pledge that 
“public records be public.” 

The governor deserves commendation 
for his attitude in upholding the people’s 
right to know. But many people were not 
aware this right was in question. Those 
among us who have not been denied 
such access had no idea of the scores of: 
excuses and official reasons which elected 
and appointed officers had dreamed up 
to circumvent a constitutional guarantee. 

The former governor, for instance, re- 
fused to divulge the names of insurance 
firms and individuals who were getting 
the state’s insurance business. Access to 
other records was made difficult if not 
impossible. Star chamber sessions at 
which no records were kept have been 
a common occurrence. 

The “right to know” bill gives the 
people a needed crutch in keeping pub- 
lic officials honest and to keep themselves 
informed about what their government is 
doing. Unless public business be the peo- 
ple’s business, there is no democracy.

State Tax Collections 


Sales tax collections should pick up 
considerably now that Revenue Commis- 
sioner Dixon Oxford has so firmly dem- 
onstrated how he intends to crack down 
on delinquents. 

His action in ordering the arrest of 
26 persons accused of collecting the tax 
from consumers but failing to turn same 
over to the state should serve as a warn- 
ing to all. 

The course being pursued by Com- 
missioner Oxford represents a marked 
departure from that of his predecessor. 
It now develops that T. V. Williams Sr., 
despite all his glowing reports and pre- 
dictions on collections, failed to see to 
it that a number of retailers made prop- 
er remittances to the state. :

It therefore behooves the public to 
extend full cooperation to the crackdown 
on sales tax delinquents—retailers who 
have, in effect, robbed their customers— 
and to the war being launched against 
income tax evaders,

Seat Belts Could Curb 
This Highway Slaughter 


During the year 1959 there will be 30 
million automobile accidents in the 
United States. According to the Nation- 
al Safety Council they will involve one 
out of every six men, women and chil- 
dren in the United States. 

Following a pattern of several years, 
these smashups will slaughter between 
35,500 and 36,775 humans. This exceeds 
the total of all deaths from all causes in 
the American Revolution, the War of 
1812, the Mexican and Spanish-American 
Wars. It is only slightly short of the 
number of AEF deaths in World War I. 

Out of every nine mutilated and 
bloodied bodies which will be delivered 
to morgue slabs, seven will be drivers or 
passengers of cars. The other two will be 
pedestrians. Highway mishaps will deal 
disabling injuries to almost 1,400,000 peo- 
ple. They will cost millions in property 
losses and damages. 

Many ways, including better law en- 
forcement, have been advanced as possi- 
bilities in cutting down the slaughter. 
A study by the Ford Motor Co. has led 
to the conclusion that seat belts would 
halve the present death rate. Automobile 
Crash Injury Research of New York fig- 
ures that if all cars were equipped with 
such belts, the toll of fatalities and in- 
juries would be cut 60 per cent. 

Some states are now making belts 
mandatory in state-owned vehicles, par- 
ticularly in state police cars. Research 
and experiments have proved without 
doubt that protection by seat belts would 
save innumerable lives. It’s time the pub- 
lic accepted that fact.

‘Hate Breeds Hate in a Chain Reaction 
Until It Consumes Hater and the Hated’ 


Shiloh, N.J.—I am 18 years old 
and up until three years ago was 
a resident of Chamblee, Ga. In 
Chamblee I finished only about 
four months of my first year in 
high school before moving ‘up 
here. 

Since I have been here I have 
defended the Southern people 
many times on the question of in- 
tegration. I tried to break down 
the public opinion that we South- 
erners are barbaric and mostly 
ignorant. I tried to get the people 
to understand that it was only 
the minority of Southerners who 
behaved and talked like they had 
very little sense. However, Feb. 
1, as I watched the television re- 
port on ““‘The Second Agony of 
Atlanta” I suddenly felt ashamed 
of all my past arguments as well 
as of the South which I love and 
miss so very much. | 

I have been wondering why 
there has been so much confusion 
and conflict over integration in 
the schools; but I have been un- 
able to think of an intelligent an- 
swer. 

I still defend the Southern peo- 
ple, saying that it is the public of- 
ficials, the politicians, the lead- 
ers, who are making the South 
seem uncivilized. Their voices are 
heard above the people’s. They 
think that the people expect the 
outbursts of protest, the violence, 
something just short of a civil 
war. So they cry: “Segrega- 
tion!” They ignore the Constitu- 
tion, the law of the land and the 
law of God. Their sentiments and 
actions are taken to represent 
those of all Southerners. 

Prejudice breeds hate — in a 
chain reaction. First we hate the 
Negro, next we hate the German, 
then the Catholic, then we start 
hating the Protestant, then every- 
body with brown hair, then every- 
body with blue eyes. Pretty soon 
we hate everybody who is not 
just like ourselves. To me that is 
a very frightening thought. But 
like all malignant diseases, this 
thing will grow and consume us 
uniess we recognize it and destroy 
it on first appearance; we cannot 
nourish such a thing. 

I would like very much to hear 
from anyone, particularly stu- 
dents, who does or doesn’t under- 
stand my feelings.

And the trouble deepens when 
the Soviets decide to muddy the 
field, as in Moscow this week

Despite a glowing 18-2 record and a reputation of being a 
perennial tourney threat, LaGrange dribbled into this year’s festi- 
val with minimum fanfare. They whaled a so-so Richmond team to 
set up Thursday’s match with Murphy. 


Murphy, with 32 triumphs and no defeats, deserved the favorite 
billing. Virtually everyone except the Grangers expected the Eagles 
to sack No. 33. 


But LaGrange was primed for a stupendous effort and ushered 
the defending champions off the throne with surprising ease. 
Mariotti is a defensive specialist, and thé Grangers were in a 
miserly mood. 


When the halftime whistle sounded, Murphy had scored 
exactly nine points. Holding any team to nine points is a terrific 
chore; holding Murphy to nine points was something no team 
had done in a bong, long time.

With income tax uppermost 
in nearly everyone’s mind these 
days, a woman internal reve- 
nue agent offers this bit of con- 
solation—every revenue agent’s 
return is given a thorough audit 
every year. 


On the other hand, only a 


certain percentage of the re- , 


turns from other taxpayers are 
given an audit, although, con- 
trary to many opinions, all re- 
turns are surveyed for mathe- 
matical errors or illegal ex- 
emptions and deductions, ex- 
plained Mrs. Mamie B. Kim- 
ball, a member of the office 
audit division of the Internal 
Revenue Department. 


Mrs. Kimball joined the In- 
ternal Revenue Department 
nine years ago after gaining 
the distinction of being the first 
woman attorney in Fulton Coun- 
ty to try a murder case with- 
out any assistance from a male 
member of the bar. 


STUDIES GUNS 


Knowing nothing about guns, 
Mrs. Kimball spent a good bit 
of time studying the subject 
and .through this knowledge 
got the woman acquitted. 

“TIT felt like I had to win— 
not just for myself but to show 
that a woman lawyer could 
do a good job.” 


An invalid mother made the 
irregular hours of an attorney 
impossible. So Mrs. Kimball, 
equipped with a B.S. in ae- 
counting, went to work for the 
revenue department. She had 
also taught school several 


years, holding an AB in eduyca- 
tion. 

“And I worked my way 
through North Georgia College 
as an assistant librarian.” 


Her job has no slack season. 


“It isn’t a job for a lazy per- 
son,” she emphasized. ‘‘First 
of all, we have three years 
from the due date of the return 
to do something about it. And 
we are never quite up to the 
board on that. 


CHANGES LAWS 


“And then Congress adds to 
it by changing the laws. We 
have to constantly study bul- 
letins of changes as well as 
going back to study groups. 
For example, there were more 
than 3,000 changes made in 
1954.”” 


Although her job keeps. her 
busy, she still finds time for 
quite a bit of qutside work. 


She is active in the Women's 
Chamber of Commerce, a past 
Capital City chapter and Fifth 
District president and nom- 
inee for state treasurer of the 
Business and Professional Wom- 
en’s Clubs, and a member of 
the President’s Council. 

In addition, she does work 
with the Training School for 
Girls. 

Her husband, Cecil, is an en- 
gineer with Southern Railroad. 

“And he tells his friends, 
when they talk of needing a 
bottle of aspirin after the head- 
ache of doing tax returns, that 
all he needs is a box of candy— 
for me.

One of the men “in the know” 
said that about 98 per cent of 
boat buyers are women. Doesn't 
everyone want a “‘dreamboat’’?

What does a woman look for 
when she goes boat shopping?

So, when he decides to 
buy a boat he is really going 
out for something big—and 
necessary. It’s natural for the 
wife to have her say so. 


“First, naturally, she wants 
security for herself and her 
family. She wants a boat that 
will be, shall we say, acceptable 
to other water families? There 
is a certain amount of pride in 
boat ownership. Then it must 
be convertible. Most boat own- 
ers want one they can take 
along with the family car. 
Then, too, a woman wants a 
boat that is pretty inside and 
which shows that she likes nice 
things and good living.” 

WILL TRAVEL 


If the have-boat-will-travel 
line can be tossed out, then any- 
body can find a boat to his or 
her liking at the show. It is re- 
markable what the boat design- 
ers have come up with this 
year.

MAHOGANY PLYWOOD 


Fiberglas is used in amaz- 
ing quantity on the boat designs 
—and blends well with the pas- 
tel and vivid colors the ship- 
builders have used for hulls. 


But it’s the houseboats that 
will really make people leave 
home and like it. 

One is practically a complete 
home afloat. It is a 35-foot steel 
hull with a plywood trim. It is 
powered by an outboard motor. 
The galley equipment has built- 
in dish and storage cabinets 
and a large sink. In the dinette 
there are covered benches — 


‘which also are used for extra 


storage—and tables. In case 
friends swim by and de 
cide to come aboard for the 
night, the table top converts 
with benches into a large extra 
bed.

All any of these houseboats 
need is Yancy Derringer and 
his Indian companion to take 
one right back to the show- 
boat era of the Mississippi. 

In case you are a novice 
about boatmaking or hadn't 
bothered too much about where 
the skipper sat, just so he was 
aboard, the steering wheels are 
interesting. The majority of the 
boats shown have right-hand 
steerage. It is a tradition of the 
sea that the man on the right 
has the right of way, so it’s 
a “natural.” For boats with a 
left-hand steering wheel, just 
let the skipper chart his own 
course.
